Stebbins, ~ Stump and 
Johnson Given 5 


Year Terms 


Wayne Stump, Ivan Stebbins and 
Amyl “Spider” Johnson, indicted 
jointly by the grand jury for rob- 
bery with aggrevation,. were each 
sentenced this morning by Judge A 
P. Barker in district court to serve 
terms not to exceed five years in 
the state penitentiary at Fort Madi- 
son on their pleas of guilty. 

F. B. Albers, elderly proprietor of 
tobacco store at 207 West Second 
street and Chauncey Smith, were 
each fined $500 and sentenced to 
serve six months in the county jail 
on charges of maintaining liquor 
nuisances.. Both entered pleas of 
guilty to being second offenders. 
The fines will be liens against their 
properties. © 

Stump, Stebbins and Johnson, 
who are arrested on charges of the 
holdup of William McSwiggin in his 
room at Wilton on March 4, were 
arraigned on informations filed by 
County Attorney Harold E. Wilson, 
who recommended: the indictment 
charge be amended to that of as- 
sault with intent to rob. 

Have Minor Records 

All three men have minor police 
records, two of them having served 
terms in the county jail on charges 
of maintaining liquor nuisances, but 
because they had not. been convicted 
of a felony, the court was inclined 


Pleas for leniency for the three 
men were made by Attorneys H. M. 
Bartlett and C. P. Hanley, Bartlett 
stating he had been informed that 
the supposed gun that the men had 
carried upon the night of the hold- 
up =< McSwiggin was an alcohol 
bottle. 


Were Drunk, Claim 

All were drunk, Attorney Bartlett 
said, when they drove to Wilton on 
the night. of March 4. MeSwiggin, 
who roomed over Atkin’s pool hall, 
was aroused from sleep by a knock 
on the door and opening it, had the 
sensation of feeling what he sup- 
posed was a gun, pressed against 
his stomach. Harry Marsh ‘who 
roomed with McSwiggin, was also 
present, and both were told to 
“stick them up.” 

The three men ransacked the 
rooms, taking about $9 from Mc- 
Swiggin and a watch which they 
returned to the owner as they left 
the room. They were arrested later 
that night near the courthouse in 
Muscatine... 

Sorry for Families 

In pronouncing sentence, Judge 
Barker stated it was not his inten- 
tion to be hard-hearted but the evi- 
dence shown in the case required 
that a sufficient punishment should 
be meted out. The court declared 
he felt sorry for the wives, mothers 
and children of the defendants, but 
the crime was one that should not 
go unpunished. He said he would 
give them the benefit of the doubt 
Tegarding the possession of the gan 
on the night of the holdup, as fhe 
gun had never been found. 

The three men expressed a pref- 
erance for going to the state prison, 
and were granted the request after 
Judge Barker had suggested they 
be taken to the reformatory at 
Anamosa. They were given until 
Wednesday to arrange their affairs

Charges Against New 
York Mayor Are 
Dismissed 


ALBANY — (INS) — Governor 
Roosevelt today dismissed charges 
filed with him by the city affairs 
committee of New York demanding 
the removal of Mayor James J. 
Walker for misfeasance and incom- 
petency. 

In announcing his action in dis- 
missing the charges against Mayor 
Walker, Governor Roosevelt said he 
did not find “sufficient justifica- 
tion” to remove the New York City 
mayor. 

The charges against Mayor 
Walker were filed with the gover- 
nor on March 18 by Rev. John 
*Haynes Holmes and Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise as chairman and vice- 
chairman of the city affairs com- 
mittee. 

In telegrams this afternoon to 
Mayor Walker, Dr. Holmes, Rabbi 
Wise and Paul Blanchard, executive 
director of the city affairs com- 
mittee, Samuel I. Rosenman, coun- 
sel to Governor Roosevelt wrote: 

“Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
has decided that he does not find 
sufficient justification in the

New light on the activities of 
Perry was thrown yesterday. with 
the disclosure that he was an “in- 
ternationally known — confidence 
man, who sometimes used the. alias 
of Maj. George Lee Saulter.. He 
was wanted under that name at 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Sheriff Walter Fegan, who has 
taken charge of the investigation, 
believes that gangsters killed Perry, 
either at the instigation of Perry’s 
associate in the swindle, or: be- 
cause of the pressure brought on 
gangland by the swindle. 

The gang theory was strength- 
ened by a man with the same name 
as the shooting victim,:Dr. George 
L. Perry of Portland, Ind.,-who re- 
ported he had received an anony- 
mous letter from a fellow townsman | 
who had heard two: men plotting 
the Perry murder on a bus.

Such is the summary of an article-in the May number 
of Nation’s Business showing just one phase of useless gov- 
ernment expenditures. Millions of government funds wasted 
in‘an attempt to ‘‘educate the public” with less than 5 per cent 
of such publicity ever seen by the intended victims.’ 


In one way it is just as well as the vast majority of such 
articles are nothing but propaganda. But this fact does not 
lessen the expense which the people must pay. Strenuous 
efforts ave now being made by administration leaders to 
economize. President Hoover has ordered a retrenchment 
program to avoid a threatened billion-dollar deficit. One way 
to begin would be the’ elimination of several millions annual 
expense by abolishing the useless government, publicity 
bureaus, 


The Power Trust Menace ' 

New light on the menace of the power trust has been 
brought to the attention of the public by Attorney General 
Gilbert Bettman of Ohio who is endeavoring to collect taxes 
from the East Ohio Gas Co., a Standard Oil.of New Jersey 
subsidiary. In arguing before the supreme court Mr. Bett- 
man declared: 

“Ff the supreme court of the United States should adopt 
the East Ohio’s contention and should tie together the en- 
gineering and the financial developments of modern Amer- 
ica so that the business of these great underlying commodi- 





ties of power, oil and gas remain interstate commerce from 
the point of origin to the point of final consumption, then the 
original gift so grudgingly bestowed by the states on the na- 
tional government, of the power to regulate interstate com- 
merce, would indeed become a quit-claim deed to half the 
sovereignty of the individual states.”

Excessive taxes, no matter who is hit, ultimately result 
in the laboring man feeling the effects in higher prices, 
higher rents, depressed business, fewer jobs, lower wages or 
unemployment. Ultimately all this money comes out of the 
pockets of the people, the workers. It was pointed out time 


and again during the discussion of the Iowa income tax bill 
that whatever increased revenue would result from the tax 
would be passed along to the people in increased prices for 
commodities. | Cutting down expenses by abolishing useless 
commissions, boards and individual office holders, is the best 
way of reducing taxes. 


Coinage Distribution’ Drops 

Statistics, particularly government statistics, make dry 
reading but they occasionally prove a point that allows no 
possibility of dispute. Such is true of a recent announcement 
by the treasury department concerning the drop in distribu- 
tion.of small currency to the banks in the federal reserve 
system. For the nine-month period from July I, 1929, to 
March 31, 1980, the demand for coins from the 50-cent piece 
down to the cen€ decreased in value from $12,000,000 to only 
$2,000,000, a reduction of 500 per cent. The treasury as- 
serts that the slackened demand hy the banks for the 
“popular coins” reflects a decline in buying by the public. 
When the earning capacity is reduced there is a correspond- 
ing reduction in spending. 

Treasury figures also prove that when money is plentiful 
people find it hardest to save. Easy come, easy go seems to 
be the principle upon which human nature works in flush 
times. Strange as it may seem every boom is a period when 
people go into debt and every depression is a time when debts

The museum also has an extra- 
ordinary library, with many ex- 
tremely rare and valuable books. 
There is a handbook on military 
tactics in the new world, written in 
Spain, in 1599, by Captain don Ber- 
nado de Vargas Manchuca, and 
once owned by Robert: Southey. The 
poet has written his idea of the 
book on the first blank page and 
signed his name and the date, June 
1, 1817. Of seventeen known docu- 
ments of the sixteenth century, in 
the Maya language, eleven are at 
Tulane. The library has the only 
{known copy of a Mayan manu- 
| script, written in Latin characters 
;in 1557. Stephens, traveller and 
explorer, saw this manuscript in 
1841 and published a translation. 
One book in the library is a Zapo- 
tec grammar. I think it is inter- 
esting because, when the original 
edition, of which Tulane has the 
only copy, was published in 1773, 
the author, Leonardo Levanto, was

Frans .Blom was born in Den- 
mark, where his father was a man- 
ufacturer.

He went to Mexico, arriving 
just in time for a revolution: That 
meant that there was work to be 
secured at good pay. Blom got a 
job with a surveying party for some 
oil company and learned surveying. 
Later he did some extensive map- 
ping, and while thus employed ran 
across some ruined buildings and 
cities. This gave him the desire to 
become an archaeologist.

He first got a position with the 
archaeological department of the 
Mexican government, perfected his 
Spanish and learned some of the 
Indian dialects. He did so well at 
this that the archaeological depart- 
ment at Harvard heard of Lim and 
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gave him a scholarship Later he 
did some work in Yucatan for the 
Carnegie Institution. Six years 
ago he was offered a position at 
Tulane, with a chance to lead ex- 
peditions, and has made New Or- 
leans his headquarters ever since. 
This has proved fortunate for me, 
as Dr. Blom not only knows the 
Maya area, but also has a fine 
working knowledge of ail New Or- 
leans restaurants, which latter has 
proved extremely valuable on this 
voyage of discovery. Any eating 
places which Dr. Blom does not 
know, Clark Shaughnessy does, and 
Mr. Shaughnessy, being a true Celt, 
also knows all policemen. and poli- 
ticians, as well as professors and 
football players, so I feel that I 
have been well chapercned.
